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UNPOLLUTED WATER 


Melbourne’s unpolluted water supply 
has been its pride for many generations. Now 
its quality and quantity are being threatened. 
How can sufficient. supplies of ‘good water 
be ‘obtained? So much has been said by 
those with fixed views on this matter that a 
clear picture is not easy. - 


The Board of Works has become aware 
that in fine with present trends a population 
of 5,000,000. can ultimately be visualized 
for Melbourne: As part of its duties in pro- 
viding for sufficient future -water supply, 
the Board put forth a plan for the diversion 
of the water of the Big River ‘(at present. 
flowing into the Eildon Weir). This,as_ re- 
ducing the amount of water for irrigation, - 
was strongly resisted by. country interests. 


Before the Public Works Committee 
various alternate plans have been put. for- 
ward. One was to use the water of the 
Maribyrnong to supply part of the needs of 
western suburbs, including part of Altona. 
This led to strong opposition initiated by 
Altona council. Other evidence was given 
re alternate plans to use the Lower Yarra 
waters near Warrandyte. Even the ultimate 
de-salting of sea water has been ‘mentioned. 

The day may came when it may be 
necessary to put all these ideas into practice. 


However, there ‘is another solution. If 
all the advocates of alternate water 
schemes leant their energies into a really 
effective de-centralization plan Melbourne’s 

- 5,000,000 would be long postponed, perhaps 
indefinitely.

This was the reply the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals sent to the Laver- 
ton Progress Association following a complaint from 


the Association. 


An inspector of the RSPCA 
checked on the case and he 
reported the horses are 
watered in hot weather but at 
this time of the year not so 
much is needed and they get 
water from feeding. 

When the letter was read to 
members of the Progress As- 
sociation last week Mr. J.

At this time of the year when apple are plenti- 
ful, it is sometimes difficult to think up new ways 
to serve them. The recipes I have chosen for you 
this week are just a little different and are attrac- 
tive enough to serve for party occasions. 

The spicy apply pie with the addition of sul- 
tanas and spices to the apples, and the brown sugar 
topping is the perfect finish for a meal with a fairly 


light first course, 


Trifles are never out of 
favour and this apple trifle 
recipe is very simple to pre- 
pare, and can be served for 
the family or dressed up with 
garnishing of almonds and 
cherries for a party occasion. 


Apple Mousse, like the 
previous recipe takes on a 
glamous appearance for
